Crops in Paet Years. 


The Secretary of the Illinois State 


Board of Agriculture will soon publish a 
report of special interest to business men 
and farmers, In the report the wheat 
product is treated for a period of 23 years, 
(since i860), there being simply a note 
added in reference to the condition of the 
present or growing crop of winter wheat. 
It is shown that, in the period named, af- 
ter deducting the amount consumed in 
the State, and the amount required for 
geed, there have been produced 408,075,- 
531 bushels for exportation, valued at 
8427,628,895. The yield last year was 
52,323,261 bushels, valued at SIC,714,370. 
The yield of 1880,56,508,309 bushels, alone 
exceeded this figure; but the value of the 
crop of 1867, which was 855,000,000, was 
the largest for any year in the history of 
the State. It will probably be curious 
information to the country in general,but 
it is true, that in the 23 years last past, 
beginning with 1860, there have been 10 
years in which corn in Illinois has been 
raised at a loss, the net profit per acre for 
the whole period being only 81.13.

fined not more than $50 nor less 
than $10.
